The-s4actfc  Annual  Sinner  of  our  Association  was  held 
at  Hotel  Rochester  Jan*  21st,  1919* 

The  members,  their  wives  and  sweethearts  and  invited 
guests  assembling  at  seven  o'clock  and  repairing  to  the  Ad  Club 
Rooms  to  the  strains  of  the  Orchestra  at  7:30,  where  covers 
were  laid  for  forty-five* 

The  tables  were  decorated  with  pink  carnations  and  ferns* 

Sr*  Jeremiah  Zimmerman  of  Syracuse  University,  whose 
genial  personality  and  genuine  interest  in  our  "Hobby"  is  always 
an  inspiration,  was  again  present,  and  indeed,  our  dinners  would 
not  be  a complete  success  without  him* 

We  considered  ourselves  especially  favored  by  the  presence 
with  us  as  our  guests,  Mr*  Carl  Wurtzbach  of  Lee,  Mass*,  President 
of  the  American  numismatic  Association*  There  is  no  man  whom  the 
Numismatic  fraternity  so  love  to  honor  as  he;  Mr*  Henry  Chapman 
of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  whose  genial  presence  always  adds  a pleasure 
to  our  dinners  and  he  is  always  sure  of  a hearty  welcome;  Mr*  Howard 
Newcomb  of  Detroit,  who  we  really  think  has  a most  kindly  feeling 
in  his  heart  for  the  R.  N.  A,  in  which  we  feel  very  sure  does  not 
surpass  our  regards  for  him. 

All  did  full  Justice  to  a thoroughly  good  dinner,  through 
which  were  interspersed  good  music  and  the  singing  of  popular  and 
patriotic  songs. 

After  the  coffee  and  cigars.  Our  President  turned  the 
assemblage  over  to  the  tender  mercies  of  the  Toastmaster,  Dr.  George

Dr*  Zimmerman  gave  us  a most  interesting  and  instructive 
talk  on  "My  Impressions  of  World-wide  Travel."  He  spoke  of 
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archaeologies: al  objects  which  he  had  seen  in  eight  years  of  travel 
about  the  world,  and  described  in  a very  vivid  way  objects  of 
Ancient  History,  such  as  the  tombs  of  Egypt,  the  catacombs  of 
Rome,  and  of  Ancient  and  modern  customs  of  the  Chinese,  as  well  as 
in  India  and  South  America* 

The  Toastmaster  then  introduced  Mr*  Carl  Wurtzbach,  who 
insisted  that  he  could  make  a better  speech  had  he  known  of  the 
Toastmaster's  intentions.  However  that  may  be,  he  has  the 
happy  faculty  of  saying  the  right  thing  at  the  right  time,  and

Mr.  George  Bauer  as  Chairman  of  the  Memorial  Medal 
Committee  explained  in  detail  and  exhibited  to  those  present 
several  designs  for  the  medal,  most  of  them  by  our  Mechanics 
Institute  students.  The  selection  of  a definite  design  will  be 
made  shortly. 

Letters  of  regret  were  read  from  Mr.  Morritz  Wormser, 

Mr.  J.  M.  Henderson,  Mr.  J.  M.  Oliver  and  several  others  who 
were  unable  to  attend. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Zoeb  explained  the  process  of  medal  making 
carrying  us  in  an  interesting  way  from  the  crude  metal  to  the 
finished  production. 

After  letting  most  of  the  Past  Presidents  have  their 
innings,  the  Toastmaster  declared  that  as  physician,  he  always 
recommended  plenty  of  sleep,  and  inasmuch  as  it  was  then  one 
o' dock,  he  would  ”Call  the  Game." 

So  closed  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  and  pleasant  dinners 
in  our  history.

Mr.  W.  H.  Amberg  read  his  yearly  report  as  Secretary 
for  1918,  which  was  a quite  complete  history  of  last  year's 
meetings  and  a ctivities  of  our  Association. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gillette,  seconded  by  Mr.  Merritt,  a 
vote  of  thanks  was  given  Mr.  Amberg  far  it. 

Mr.  Mannovry  presented  the  petition  of  Charles  7.  Starr 
for  membership.  Ballot  was  taken  and  he  was  unanimously  elected. 

Mr.  Merritt  reported  the  death  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hooper 
which  occurred  on  Peb.  16th.  Mr.  Hooper  was  one  of  the  founders 
and  a past  President  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  also 
the  designer  of  the  emblem  adopted  by  them,  and  a life  member 
of  our  Association. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Merritt,  duly  seconded, 

RESOLVED  that  the  President  appoint  a Committee  on 
Resolutions  on  Mr.  Hooper's  death  and  that  a page  be  set  aside 
in  our  minutes  in  his  memcry.  Carried. 

By  request  of  Mrs.  Hooper,  President  Handler  appointed 
Messrs.  Merritt,  Bauer,  Kaufman  and  King  as  pall-bearers. 

Mr*  Merritt  was  extended  a vote  of  thanks  for  several 
medals  presented  to  the  Association  for  our  Rochester  Museum 
collection. 

Mr.  Wolfe  informed  us  that  he  had  prepared  a film  of 
historic  interest  locally  in  connection  with  the  recent  War 
Activities  in  Rochester,  with  the  idea  that  it  should  be  presented 
to  the  Association  and  preserved  at  the  Museum  for  the  benefit 
of  future  generations,  and  kindly  offered  to  run  it  at  his  moving 
picture  house  for  the  approval  of  our  Association.  Action  to  be 
taken  on  it  later. 

Mr.  Bauer  exhibited  his  complete  collection  of  half 
dimes  including  the  rare  1802  in  superb  condition,  and  Mr.  King 
showed  his  U.  S.  pennies  dating  from  1793  to  1806.

dential medal,  of  #83.50  was  presented  for  payment,  and  ordered 
paid.  Bill,  from  Mr.  J.  A.  Koeb,  for  cutting  the  die  of  the 
medal,  of  #70.00,  was  also  ordered  paid. 

Several  of  the  members  received  cards  from  our  fellow  member

He  is  apparently  as 
enthusiastic  about  numismatic  matters  as  ever,  and  like  ».ii  the 
rest  of  the  American  boys,  he  is  anxious  to  get  home,  but  accord- 
ing to  his  way  of  thinking,  it  will  be  some  time  before  his 
division  is  released. 

The  medals  of  the  1918  president,  with  portrait  of  H.H. Yawger 
were  delivered,  and  distributed  to  the  members.

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of  a different  bronze  color  than  our  previous  medals,  and  have 
a beautiful  finish.  The  die  was  cut  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Koeb,  and 
the  medal  was  struck  by  Bastian  Brothers,  of  this  city. 

The  moving  picture  film  which  was  presented  to  the  Association 
at  the  last  meeting  by  Mr.  A.  N.  Wolff,  one  of  our  members,  was 
delivered,  and  will  be  placed  with  our  exhibit  at  the  Rochester 
Municipal  Museum.  This  film  will  be  of  historic  interest  as  it 
covers  most  of  the  important  events  occuring  in  and  around 
Rochester  for  the  past  four  years,  all  in  connection  with  the  great 
war. 

The  medal  committee  reported  that  they  have  not  as  yet  de- 
cided on  the  design  for  the  memorial  medal,  which  will  be  struck 
by  the  Association  in  commemoration  of  our  boys  who  gave  their 
lives  in  the  service  over  there. 

After  the  meeting  an  auction  sale  was  held,  Mr.  Geo.  Bower 
acting  as  auctioneer.
